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Output of Diamonds in New South Wales, 
Australia. 


WasuHinecrTon, D. C., Aug. 1—Under date 
of June 11, Orlando H. Baker, Consul! at 
Sydney, Australia, sends a report on the 
diamond output of New South Wales, in 
reply to inquiries by a Pittsburgh, Pa., firm. 
tle says 

Diamonds have been found in Bingara district at 
seven different places, and in Inverell district in 
fifteen different places; also at the Ruby tin mines 
on Vegetable Creek In Bathurst district, dia- 
monds have been found in four different locali- 
ties; in Mudgee district, at 14 different places; in 
lfambaroora and Turon, at six different places; and 
in Berina district, at eight different localities. 
Several of these diamond fields have been worked 
extensively with modern machinery The dia- 
monds are small; some are said to be of fine qual- 


ity In Cudgegong district, in the first five months 
of systematic washing, over 2,500 diamonds were 
discovered, and over 1,000 more were iscovered 
afterwards, the largest being 55 carats rhe 


gems were mostly colorless, but some had a straw 
color, yellow tints or tints of brown Light and 
dark green and black were discovered. One or two 
ue ones were found, and one of a dark-green 





color, with the appearance of having been polished 
with black lead Black specks within the crystals 
were not uncommon The weight of the diamonds

capable of treating 250 loads per week. It handled 
during the year 1898 1,300 loads of gravel, yield- 
ing 12,196 carats of diamonds; also a large quan- 
tity of stream tin, which nearly paid the cost of 


treatment rhe output in 1889 was 21,830 carats 
of diamonds and 20 tons 18 ecwts. of stream tin. 
rhe mine closed in 1900; total product, 37,400 
carats of diamonds and 39 tons of stream tin. The 


largest stone found in these mines weighed 6% 
carats; it is believed to be the largest diamond ever 
found in New South Wales {t was a straw- 
colored broken fragment of a crystal, from which 
it was estimated that the origina stone may have 
weighed 15 carats. About a half dozen three-carat 
stones were also found, but the average size was 
one-third of a carat 

The Elliot Diamond and Tin Mining Company 
recently started operations near the Inverell dia- 


mond field. The first washing is said to have 
yielded three carats of diamonds to the load, and 
over 40 pounds of stream tin. Many diamonds 


are picked up by prospectors, here and there, and 
find their way to Sydney, but the quantity is un- 
known. The jewelers who buy them have been 
accustomed to send them to Eurone to be cut.

Preliminary Report Regarding the Indus- 
try in United States and Elsewhere. 


WasHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 3.—Diamonds 
are now found in three distinct sections of 
this country, as follows: (1) Wisconsin, 


Michigan, Indiana and Ohio in the vicinity 
of the Green Bay lobe of the continental 
glacier 2) in Georgia, North Carolina, 
lrennessee, South Carolina and Kentucky; 
(3) in California, adjacent to the water 
sheds of the San Joaquin and Sacramento 
rivers, where they were first found in the 
United States This is one of the facts 
brought out in the bulletin on precious 
stones, prepared by George F. Kunz, to be 
published by the United States Geological 
Survey 

lhe principal features of the precious 
stone industry in the United States are sum 
marized as follows: The development of 
the fine blue sapphires in Ferguson county, 
Mont.; the development of the fancy col- 
red sapphires in Granite County, Mont.; 
the systematic working of the beryl de- 
posits in Mitchell county, Mont.; the in 
reased output of the turquoise mines in 
Nevada, and Grant and Santa Fé counties,

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Package of Cut Diamonds Sent Through 
the Mails Seized. 
The United States Customs authorities, 


last week, seized a package of diamonds 
valued at $7,000, on the ground that the 
gems had been illegally imported through 
the mail lhe packag« consisted of 4&7 
cut diamonds and was directed to Silbet 


feld Bros., 129 Second Ave., New York. It 
had been sent to them from Berlin by J. E. 


Landy, a diamond dealer of Antwerp, who 
lives in that city Landy declared the goods 
before the United States Consul and sent 
an invoice to Silberfeld Bros 

It is said that he sent the goods through 


the mail because there was no international 
express from Berlin. Silberfeld Bros., on 
receiving the invoice, turned the matter over 
to their customs agents, Knauth, Nachod & 
Kuhne, with instructions to make the entry 
and declare the goods when they came. The 
package arrived early last week at the post 
office and when the representatives of the 
consignees went for it, it was opened and 
the goods were seized as soon as it was 
discovered that the diamonds were cut. 
Chey were sent to the seizure room at the 
Public Stores. The seizure was made under 
one of the articles of the International 
Postal Union Treaty, which prohibits duti 
able precious articles from being sent 
through the mails. 

The law department of the Custom 
House, after looking into the matter, de 
cided that as the amount involved was over 
$1,000, no settlement of the case could be 
made by the Collector, and, Monday, sent 
instructions to the United States District 
Attorney to commence an action under 
Section No. 3061 of the Revised Statutes 
to have the goods forfeited for violation of 
the Postal Union Treaty. 

The official appraisement of the seized 
diamonds showed their foreign value to be 
$7,973.07, which, with the duty of $797.31, 
makes their value here $8,770.38.

cial mortality last month is the more en 
couraging because of the many superficially 
disturbing events. While the solid founda 
tion on which trade and manufacturing 
rest was in no wise impaired, there was 
much to cause dismay among the timid 
Wildly exaggerated stories of injury to 
crops naturally tended to restrict opera 
tions An epidemic of labor controversies 
also broke out, of more than ordinary mal- 
ignity, since demands were not for higher 
wages, but for recognition of unions.

technical or optometric sense. There is a 
broader view of the possibilities of this 
science, and especially in relation to the 


sister science of electricity, which has been 
developed so wonderfully in the past half 
century. That optics is capable of equal 
wonders we haven't the faintest doubt, and 
that the two sciences together may thor- 
oughly revolutionize the world is very pos- 
sible. We have found a means of convert- 
ing electric energy into heat and light and 
motive power. It is beyond question that 
nature offers a means of converting light 
into electric heat and motor energy. The 
earth is our great reservoir of electric 
energy, but the sun is the great dispenser 
of light. If we find the means of transmit- 
ting the sun’s rays into electric energy there 
will be no further need of coal fields, for 
electric energy can be stored for use at any 
convenient time and place, and the Winter 
day, though of a lower temperature than 
the Summer day, has equal light. There 
would be no need of storing away energy 
through the Summer to be used in Winter, 
for each Winter day would bring us its 
supply of light, which could be at once 
converted into the desired form for imme- 
diate use. A day’s supply would need be 
used only to the extent required to pro- 
vide energy for the ensuing night. Great 
as these forces are and allied as they are to 
all physical phenomena and to each other, 


there is still a more subtle force that we 
ire just beginning to comprehend, that is 
as superior to either as either is to the 


mere mass force of gravitation. The new 
force referred to may be termed psychic 
energy, and in its presence all other forms 
of force become as metal to gold. 
This force destined to reach any 
point of which the human imagination can 
conceive. It will, we believe, the 
problem not only of communication but 
transition between the heavenly bodies, 
enable human beings to visit Mars, Jupiter 
1 any solar planet or the planets of solar 
systems far in the depths of space. Psy-

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chics will annihilate space, bridge time, re- 
duce all physics to absolute nothingness 
and make man an infinite being. It may 
require centuries to unlock and reveal the 
nature of this force, but advances in that 
science will be the gauge of human pro 
gress for the next 1,000 years, if the human 
race is permitted to go developing along 
present lines. 


MAGNIFICATION. 
NE of the most interesting problems 
or studies connected with optics is 
that of magnification. We say “connected 
with” optics, for magnification is not opti- 
cal, and any one who tries to account for 
it upon optical grounds alone will find he 
is unable to bridge it over by a merely op- 
tical analysis or explanation. Optics ac- 
counts for certain enlargements of images 
which form a part of or, perhaps it may 
be said, are the foundation for magnifica- 
tion, but a mere enlargement of an image 
is not magnification, though connected 
with it. 

To produce images positive lenses are 
employed. The images of objects in the 
world upon the retine of the eyes are the 
last physical effects we are able to trace 
in the dynamic processes and phenomena 
by which the sense of vision is awakened. 
It is the composite lens of the eye that 
modifies the light from objects entering it, 
so that the retinal images are formed at 
the retina, giving this last effect required 
for vision. Without such action of the 
lens of the eye the images—at least distinct 
ones—would not be formed. Of course it 
is also necessary that light should origi- 
nate at the object and pass across the inter- 
vening space to the eye, and also that light 
should be generated at some source and 
so illuminate the object that it is the cen- 
ter of new pencils of light formed from the 
dissociated impulses of incident light, in 
order that vision be awakened. 

We see, if we all, the images 
formed upon the retine. These images 
give us our visual knowledge of worldly 
things. The visual world—what the world 
appears to us—is the projection of these 
retinal images. If the retinal images are 
displaced, discolored, distorted, enlarged, 
reduced, at once the worldly objects seem 
to undergo that change. In this sense we 
say that, from the visual standpoint, the 
images produce the object, although, from 
a physical standpoint, the objects produce

the images. Vision is a psychic thing, 
images are physical things. We have no 


consciousness of the retinal images, as 
such. We project those images into the 
world and call them the objects. So while 
it is the retinal images that we visually 
perceive, are led unavoidably, both 
from the visual and other senses, to con- 
clude that this sensation is from an 
ject or objects in the world. 

It is our reason, and not the sensation, 
that establishes the object in the world. 
Confusion arises from thinking of the one 
concrete phenomenon as two—one the ob- 
ject and the other the retinal image of the 
object. While we may establish these two 
entities for a second person, they do not 
exist for ourselves. There is but one visual 
entity, and you may call it what you 
the object or the retinal image of 
the object. It cannot be both and there is 
but one. We prefer to regard the retinal 
image as that entity, the object as a mere 
projection of it, for the 
stated, that any modification of the retinal 
image produces a corresponding modifica- 
tion in the appearance of the object. We 
may multiply the object at will by the use 
of double, triple, quadruple, etc., prisms. 
Sensation is not deceived by this effect, 
but the reason, based upon experience and 
the co-ordinate senses, is deceived, if there 
is, indeed, any deception in the case. There 
certainly is no visual deception, since there 
will only appear as many objects as the 
images account for.

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ELECTRIC TIME SERVICE.* 
BY I 
ERHAPS in no department of our com- 
plex modern civilization are the evils 
of individualism so apparent as in the glar- 
ing anomalies of our numerous independent 
clocks. The present system (or want of 
system) will not bear a moment's examina- 
tion even in theory, and, as ev eryone must 
admit, stands self-condemned in practice. 
It cannot even plead the selfish utility of 
individual umbrellas, for they at least shel- 
ter their owners, even if the drippings do go 
down someone else’s back. Whereas truth 
requires it to be said of even the best in- 
dependent clocks that they do not really 
supply a uniformly accurate indication of 
time to those who purchase them, while the 
opinions of those who rely on them making 
their appointments, catching trains and cor- 
recting their watches, must not be recorded 
not in the original lan-

guage. 

Absolute accuracy of timekeeping is im- 
possible of attainment; even the most per- 
fect clocks in our observatories, with care- 
fully compensated steel and mercury pen- 
dulums inclosed in air-tight cases in which 
the barometric pressure is kept constant, and 
placed in special buildings with walls three 
feet thick to keep the temperature even, will 
usually be found incorrect, if two or three 
cloudy nights in succession have prevented 
a reading from the “clock” stars. How, 
then, can we expect to obtain accuracy from 
the ordinary mantelshelf clock, with its 
short pendulum, and the quality of its works 
so often made subservient to the ornamenta- 
tion of the case? 

The more one thinks of this the more 
one is forced to the conclusion that mere 
improvement in the quality of clocks gen- 
erally used, or, if you like, a determina- 
tion to buy only the best, will not prove a 
satisfactory solution of the matter, as their 
errors are in any case cumulative, but that 
it is necessary to strike at the root of the 
whole evil, viz., their individuality and in- 
dependence of control. 

Now the breakdown of the independence 
of clocks is presumably to be accomplished 
by the communication of a common im- 
pulse to them. What agents are available 
for connecting a number of dials together 
so that their hands may revolve synchron- 
ously? 

1. Mechanical connection has been em- 
ployed in some large railway stations, where 
leading-off rods with beveled gearing en- 
able one clock to control the hands on dials 
widely separated; but this method has ob- 
vious limitations in practice, as it can op- 
erate only within a very restricted area.

2. Pneumatic devices have been used for 
the purpose in Paris, where impulses of 
compressed air operate a number of dials 
on handsome iron standards at the carre- 
fours by the “Popp” system. 

3. Electricity, however, provides far the 
best means of disseminating small impulses 
over a wide area. If proof of this is need- 
ed it is supplied by the evolution of the 
common household bell, which has passed 
through the same three stages of mechan- 
ical, pneumatic and electrical connections, 
and survives in the latter form alone. 

Incidentally, the superiority of electricity 
for this purpose has been attested by the 
experience of the last 60 years. It is a 
remarkable fact that the idea has been en- 
tertained since 1840, since the earliest days 
of telegraphy, and that electricity has been 
hailed by all inventors as the one means of 
securing uniformity. The subject of elec- 
tric clocks was played with in rather a de- 
sultory fashion by the greatest inventors of 
the nineteenth century, yet the extent to 
which the systems of each have been intro- 
duced is as nothing when compared with 
the vast field for their operations. 

As an indication of the importance of the 
problem, | may mention that Alexander 
Bain, Sir Charles Wheatstone and Lord 
Kelvin are among the many inventors who 
have devoted time and thought to its solu- 
tion. In view of the ability such names 
represent, it would almost seem presump- 
tuous for me to rush in where angels fear 
to tread, but it is only by careful study 
and criticism of previous failures that one 
can arrive at their causes and avoid them. 
Such a study enables one also to discover 
the essentials of the problem and to dis- 
pense with much needless mechanism. A 
vast amount of ingenuity has been ex- 
pended upon inventions which could never 
yield fruitful results, and among such I 
would prefer in this article to pass by with- 
out comment all forms of clocks which 
merely go without being wound up, which, 
though using electricity as their motive 
power, retain their individuality and inde- 
pendence, and so neglect the greatest ser- 
vice which that agent can render. 

Broadly speaking, there are but two 
methods of obtaining unanimity in a num- 
ber of dials: (1) Correcting or synchro- 
nizing complete clocks of the ordinary kind 
by means of an electric impulse transmitted 
to them periodically, and (2) dispensing 
with the clock works and directly propell- 
ing the hands by means of such impulses 
transmitted at short intervals. 

The former—correcting or synchronizing 
existing clocks—has been accomplished by 
applying electro-magnetic attachments to 
the lower ends of their pendulums, con- 
trolled by a master clock making tacts 
every second, and also by fitting an electro 
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magnetic clip to the minute hands, so that 
an hourly impulse from the master clock 
will forcibly pull them into synchroniza- 
tion, * 

The pendulum controlling method is in 
use in many observatories, and is known 
as the “Ritchie Sympathetic Pendulum,” 
from the firm of Messrs. James Ritchie & 
Son, of Edinburgh, who have made it a 
specialty, though the credit of the original 
invention should be accorded to Mr. R. L. 
Jones, a former stationmaster of Chester, 
who devised it in 1858. 

The minute hand clip was invented by 
Mr. J. A. Lund in 1878, and has been es- 
tablished as a public service in London by 
the Standard Time Company, Ltd. 

But in whatever way synchronizing cur- 
rents be applied, the complete key-wound 
clocks are retained, the line wire being 
merely used to correct their cumulative er- 
rors, and consequently the obvious question 
forces itself upon us—why not use electric- 
ity to directly propel the hands of a num- 
ber of clocks, so dispensing with their 
works and the necessity of winding them 
up? 

Che idea of simply rotating a number of 
clock hands synchronously without the use 
of complete and independent sets of clock- 
works is so fascinating in itself and so ob- 
viously the most simple, direct and efficient 
method, that it is the only class of electric 
clocks which we consider really worth dis- 
cussing, and this article will be devoted to 
it. 

Let us, then, clear our minds of all in- 
genious devices for obtaining perpetual mo- 
tion, of pendulums swinging beat for beat 
under the influence of electro-magnets, and 
of synchronizing attachments which only 
add mechanism to clocks already sufficiently 
complicated, and consider de novo what is 
essential to be done and the simplest way of 
doing it. 

At the outset we have the choice of ex- 
hibiting numerals as in a railway time- 
table, or of using the ordinary circular 
dial. For the former we would require 
three drums or canvas bands for displaying 
the numerals, and the unit figures must be 
moved every minute. Now this mechanical 
movement is not so easily accomplished as 
the rotation of a pointer, and even if it were 
so I believe that the old-fashioned way is 
the best and that the figure method, al- 
though championed by many of our Ameri- 
can cousins, will never become popular. 

All that we require, then, is the face and 
hands of an ordinary clock, and in the pur- 
suit of ideal simplicity we must look upon 
anything else that may be wanted beyond 
these (for the purpose of revolving the 
hands) as a necessary evil. The works of 
the household clock of to-day consist of a 
pendulum, an escapement and seven wheels

Gethic Drinking Vessels. 


B* far the larger part of all gold and 
silver objects which have been left 
behind from the Middle Ages is of eccle 
siastical origin. Exceedingly few are the 
articles of profane use which have been 
preserved from those times. Only from 
the 15th century on they begin to increase 


in number. The reason this is two- 
fold. In the first place such precious 
treasures could be preserv-d better in the 
custody of the sacred piaces than in the 


uncertain, changing possession of the indi- 
vidual owner. Alone the sacredness of the 
purpose for which they were created pro- 
tected the church vessels, etc., from many 
dangers to which profane vessels were but 
too prone to be exposed. Furthermore, in 
those times—especially in the early medi- 
aeval times, when there was hardly any 
art outside of the cloister—the most im- 
portant works of art were produced within 
the domain of the Church. Only gradu- 
ally, with the growing of a mighty citizen 
class, did art acquire a worldly character 
is well. 

The very moderate amount ot profane 
gold and silver objects from the Middle 
Ages, small as it is as compared with those 
pertaining to the Church, is furthermore 
limited in another respect, inasmuch as 
almost all that has been preserved served 
only one purpose, viz., drinking. Cups, 
goblets, mugs, etc., are almost the only 
articles dating back to those times. Very 
significantly they are mostly of German 
origin. This predominance of a certain 
category of vessels is in close relation to 
the high valuation of a “guten trunk” (a 
good draught) which has always been 
charasteristic of the Teuton. Thus, these 
vessels in a certain way constitute the 
artistic glorification of the old custom of 
drinking in general, and the significance of 
a certain drink in particular. Far back 
into the oldest times various customs at- 
tach to draught and drinking cup in Ger- 
many. The host honors his guests by 
drinking to them. His wife and daughter 
during the meal pass along the tables and 
present the cup to each guest. In receiv- 
ing a guest the housewife hands him a 
goblet, the so-called “Willkomm.” Already 
the Lombard Queen Teudelinde thus 
receives Aigiluli, the Duke of Turin. This 


et 


high estimation of the drink also passed 
over to the drinking vessel. With prefer- 
ence, cups were dedicated to the guest as 
a token of friendship. But also upon other 
occasions cups were frequently presented. 
The godchild received a cup from its 
godfather; the benedict offered: to his 
young wife after the bridal night a costly 
goblet as a “Morgengabe.”” On the hon- 
orary days of the family cups were pre- 
sented by friends and relatives. In many 
German cities there was a custom to take 
a drinking vessel from the estate of a de- 
ceased prominent citizen and incorporate 
it with the silver treasure of the city. In 
the guilds of the goldsmiths and other 
trades every newly accepted master had 
to donate a silver cup. Illustrious guests 
presented the cities with cups. Thus, Duke 
Friedrich von Braunschweig made a gift 
of a cup to the senate of Lueneburg in 1472. 
The custom of presenting drinking vessels 
on all sorts of occasions runs from the 
Middle Ages into the 16th and 17th cen- 
turies. At the wedding of Duke Friedrich 
IV. of Silesia, in 1587, we find among the 
73 gifts recorded in the chronicle of Knight 
Hans von Schweinichen no less than 59 
goblets, and at the second wedding of the 
Duke, in 1594, no less than 30 drinking 
vessels among 50 presents. These short 
data will suffice to explain the large num- 
ber of antique drinking vessels handed over 
to us. The earliest mention of German 
drinking vessels we find in the history of 
the Gallic war by Julius Caesar. The 
Roman General relates that the Teutons 
used the horns of the bison (aurochs) as 
drinking vessels after mounting the rim in 
silver, This very ancient custom has pre- 
served itself through all the centuries, such 
drinking horns with more or less rich 
decoration having been left from all times. 
The horns of buffalos or the tusks of ele- 
phants were mostly used for this purpose. 
The difficulty of adapting the long-drawn- 
out arched shape of the horn or tusk to 
standing up in a graceful and serviceable 
manner has led to the most varying fan- 
tastic fashionings.
